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Aviation Tragedy Claims 559 Lives 


SANTA CRUZ 
DE 
TENERIFE, 
Canary Islands (AP) — Officials of the 
Spanish air ministry said today that at 
least 559 persons died in the fiery 
runway collision of two Pan American 
and KEM jumbo jets preparing to take 
off from this Atlantic island. It was the 
worst aviation disaster in history. 
Ministry officials working at the 
Santa Cruz airport said there were 80 
survivors from the collision of the two 
Boeing 747's Sunday afternoon minutes 
after a heavy fog descended. But these 
officials said there were a total of 639 
passengers and crew members aboard 
the two planes, while the airlines 
reported a total of 645 aboard. 
All the survivors were aboard the 
A m erican 
plane. 
Most 
of 
its 
passengers were from the West Coast 
of the United States. 
Both planes were on charter flights, 
loaded with vacationers. 


Hospital officials said most of the 
victims died of burns. 
Capt. Victor Grubb, the pilot of the 
Pan American plane, reported from 
his bed in Santa Cruz General Hospital 
that he was taxiing slowly down the 
main runway at the tim e of the 
collision. 
“The crew saw nothing right up to 
the moment of im pact,” Grubb said. 
The Dutch pilot died in the fiery 
collision, along with the 238 other 
persons aboard, KIA! said. Most of 
them were Dutch. 
Investigators were 
en 
route to 
Tenerife from the United States, the 
Spanish mainland and the Netherlands 
to try to determine the cause of the 
collision. The U.S. Embassy in Madrid 
sent an eight-man delegation including 
a doctor, and three U.S. Air Force C130 
transports were ordered from bases in 
Spain and West Germ any to the 


Canaries to help move the dead and 
injured. 


However, the airport at Santa Cruz 
was closed by stormy weather today. 
All flights were landing at I,as Palm as, 
on Grand Canary island, and those who 
could not wait were taking a 50-mile 
ferry ride to get to Tenerife. 
Police and medical workers worked 
through the storm recovering the 
sh attere d rem ain s and trying to 
identify them. Bodies were being piled 
in an airport hangar. 


Both planes were on charter flights. 
Aboard the Pan Am plane were 364 
p assengers who boarded in Los 
Angeles, 14 who boarded in New York, 
a crew of 16 and two other Pan Am 
employes. The airline said the pilot, 
Capt. Victor Grubbs of Centerport, 
N.Y., and six other crew members 
were among the survivors.

The ceremony at the Music Center, 
for those who in the judgment of their 
peers contributed die most to the 
motion picture screen, will be telecast 
nationally tonight by ABC. 
One question was whether the late 
Peter Finch would be honored for his 
performance in “Network,” the first 
such posthum ous aw ard in the 
Academy’s 49 years. 
The “best actor’’ statuette could also 
go to Sylvester Stallone, writer and 
star of the story of a Philadelphia 
boxer. 
At curtain tim e, Stallone and 
“ Rocky” seemed to be the favorites 
for the big prizes. 


Regardless, it didn’t appear that the 
acting Oscar would be spum ed as it 
was in recent years by George C. Scott 
and Marlon Brando. 
All of the living nominees were to be 
present except the ailing I Laurence 
Olivier. Even publicity-shy Robert 
DeNiro, nominated as best actor for 
“Taxi Driver,” agreed to attend. 
Producer William Friedkin ( “The 
Exorcist” ) has promised to keep the 
show moving.

“ Magic Circle,” at the beginning and 
end. 
Red Skelton was picked to introduce 
a brief film celebrating 50 years of 
sound movies, and film clips outlining 
the career of Pandro S. Berman, 
winner of the Irving Thalberg award. 
Although not nominated for best- 
actress honors, Barbra Streisand is

As for the future, he said: “Con­ 
sumers don't have a lot of pleasant 
inform ation to look forw ard to 
regarding prices of coffee and tea.” 
In Seattle, Woodrow White, the 
buyer for 27 Lucky Food stores, said 
one national brand of tea was selling at 
$2.09 for IOO bags, up 20 cents in the 
past month. Another national brand 
has remained steady at $1.89, but is 
expected to increase shortly. 
Sam Saporito, a spokesman for the 
Big Bear chain in Ohio, said he was not 
running any specials on tea which is 
“ trad itio n ally (a) good seller in 
winter.” He said tea sales have in­ 
creased slightly as a result of high 
coffee prices, but added: “ Most people 
who are addicted to coffee don’t find 
tea a good substitute.”

The accident occurred at about 4:40 
p.m. in a fog that eyewitnesses said cut 
visibility on the runway to less than 60 
feet. Spokesmen for the two airlines 


said both planes were preparing to 
take off for Grand Canary, the Pan Am 
plane taxiing and the KLM plane 
making its takeoff run at about 150 
miles an hour. 
The A m sterdam new spaper De 
Volkskrant said a traffic controller at 
the Santa Cruz airport told it the Pan 
Am pilot disregarded the tower’s in­ 
structions and rolled his plane into the 
takeoff path of the Dutch plane.

head-on,

V olkskrant 
reported. 
The worst previous air tragedy was 


the crash of a Turkish DC10, also a 
wide-bodied jet, near Paris in March 
1974. That killed 346 persons. 
Survivors from the Pan Am plane 
said the force of the collision snapped 
it into at least three pieces. It was 
rocked by a series of explosions and 
was quickly engulfed in names. 
“The whole plane was on fire and 
people were crying, screaming trying 
to get out," said Jam es Naik, 37, of 
Cupertino, Calif. “It was like an 
electrical shock, it was that fast. 
Within just a few seconds the metal 
started to come apart.” 
Vote Reform Fight Set 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The stage 
is set for the legislature’s first m ajor 
partisan fight since the winter natural 
gas shortage produced this year’s 
show on Statehouse unity over the 
energy problem. 
On W ednesday night, m ajo rity 
Democrats in the Senate are expected 
to present to the Elections, Financial 
Institutions and Insurance Committee 
a subcommittee draft of their big 
election reform bill. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown and 
Senate Minority Leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R7 Cincinnati, already have 
assailed its m ajor provision— election 
day registration of voters. 
Maloney said it would “make a 
travesty of the election process” by 
opening the doors to fraud, the sam e 
warning sounded by Brown, the state’s 
top elections official, in testimony 
earlier this month. 
However, the bill gained impetus 
last week when President Carter sent 
Congress a sim ilar proposal covering 
federal elections, and when the Ohio 


AFL-CIO, which has close ties to the 
Democratic leadership, gave it a boost 
in its “News and Views” publication. 
The labor organization labeled as 
“feeble" the claim by Brown that the 
bill would lead to fraud. It said the 
veteran election official uses the claim 
as 
“ his 
standard 
excuse 
for 
negativism.” Currently, voters must 
sign up at least 30 days in advance at 
county elections boards or places 
designated by them. 
“News and Views” noted that the 
testimony of election officials from 
three other states with election day 
registration— Wisconsin, Texas, and 
Minnesota—was that 
election 
day 
signups produced “no fraud.” It also 
noted that fraud, under the legislation, 
would constitute a felony punishable 
by imprisonment. 
The AFL-CIO said the reform is 
badly needed to “stop the dangerous 
dow nw ard tre n d ” of voter p a r­ 
ticipation in Ohio and the United 
States. 
Maloney late last week said that in 


addition to opening the way for 
possible 
fraud, 
election 
day 
registration would make it impossible 
to cancel the vote of anyone found later 
to have 
been 
ineligible 
to vote. 
“ Registration before election day is 
the only way to prevent this oc­ 
currence,” 
the 
Republican 
leader 
asserted. 


He also said that in counties which 
still use paper ballots, it would be 
impossible to project voter turnout so 
that a correct number could be print­ 
ed. The only way a county could be 
safe, he said, would be to print a 
number of ballots equal to the entire 
county’s 18-and-over population. 


Hall’s measure also provides other 
ways to register, by post card and with 
deputy motor vehicle registrars when 
renewing a driver's license. Maloney 
said the post cards represent another 
potential for fraud, because the 
secretary of state would have to 
provide cards "in unlimited quantity 
to anyone requesting them .”

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Solons Take Up 
Reorganization 
O f Governm ent 
WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
C arter’* request for 
authority 
to 
reorganize the federal government is 
up for a House vote this week, while 
the Senate moves toward a final 
decision on enactment of a new code of 
ethics. 
The House of Representatives is 
expected to pass the 
President’s 
reorganization proposal on Tuesday, 
The 
m easure 
would 
allow 
the 
President to reorganize government 
agencies unless his action was vetoed 
by Congress. 
But th at presid en tial authority 
would stop at the Cabinet level, where 
Carter plans to combine the govern­ 
ment’s energy agencies into a new 
Cabinet departm ent. 
That 
plan 
req u ires 
sep arate 
legislation and a House subcommittee 
planned today to begin hearings into 
the proposal. 
The Senate, which has spent most of 
the past IO working days debating and 
voting on various aspects of 
its 
proposed code of ethics, scheduled a 
final vote for Friday. The next m ajor 
item of business for the Senate is to be 
C arter's economic stimulus bill, but it 
was unclear whether it will come to the 
floor before or after the ethics code 
vote. 
The House also is preparing to vote 
on C arter’s requests for a one-year 
extension of authority to create public 
service jobs. 
The jobs bill would extend for a year 
C arter’s authority to create up to 
750,000 public service jobs, for which a 


$6-billion appropriation already has 
been passed, with $3.8 billion marked 
for use in fiscal 1978. 
Approval also was anticipated for 
the 
continuation 
of 
the 
House 
a ssa ssin atio n s com m ittee, which 
intends to in v estig ate anew the 
m urders of President John F. Kennedy 
and civil rights leader Dr. Martin 
la th e r King Jr. 


Final action on the new Senate ethics 
code, a companion piece to one already 
adopted by the House, was set for 
F rid ay a fte r being pushed back 
repeatedly by extended debate over its 
controversial features, the main one 
being a limit on the amount of income 
senators could earn in addition to their 
legislative salary. 
A host of amendm ents were rejected 
last week, and sim ilar action was 
expected on m ost of some 28 remaining 
before the code, given top priority by 
Senate leaders, comes to a vote. 


After the ethics issue is resolved, 
Senate debate was scheduled to open 
immediately on the Senate Finance 
C om m ittee version of P resident 
C a rte r’* tax cut proposal. 
The 
m easure already has 
passed 
the 
House. 
The key part of the bill would 
provide a $50 tax rebate to 200 million 
Americans this spring. The legislation 
would permanently cut taxes for 46 
million couples or individuals by 
raising the standard deduction, and 
would give businesses increased in­ 
centive for hiring new workers.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Two illegal 
aliens arrested in Indiana in 1976 were 
earning $25,000 a year apiece at jobs 
citizens could have held, a U.S. 
Im m igration 
and 
N aturalization 
Service official said. 
Arnold Nelson, director of the im ­ 
migration office in Indiana, said those 
two arrests are extreme examples of 
the money and jobs lost by the problem 
of illegal aliens working in the U.S. in 
general and Indiana in particular. 
Nelson estim ated that 21,000 illegal 
aliens are employed in Indiana. He 
said federal efforts to identify and 
correct the problem haven’t been 
successful. But he said the problem 
“makes a hell of a dent in the 
economy.” 
Nelson reported 1,500 arrests in 
Indiana in 1976. Of that number 927 
were working in jobs that paid from 
below $2.50 an hour to $12 an hour. 
Nelson said 60 per cent of the aliens 
arrested came from Mexico, but he 
said 27 other n atio n alities w ere 
represented.

College Cost Squeeze 


No parent with a child in 
college needs to be reminded 
of the rising costs of higher 
education. Whether the school 
is public or private, the cost 
structure seems to bit built on 
a one-way escalator. 
Nor is general inflation 
entirely the culprit. Colleges 
and universities seem to have 
their own built-in inflation. A 
study by The Conference 
Board, 
a 
private research 
organization, 
found 
the 
average cost of attending a 


public school rose from $1,026 
for a full-time student in 1967, 
to $1,708 in 1975. The 1967 cost 
is 
expressed 
in 
current 
dollars, which means the 
effects of inflation in the in­ 
tervening years has been 
removed. 
For 
private schools, 
the 
picture is no better. For the 
two years average private 
school costs increased from 
$2,124 to $3,592. As might be 
expected, sharply rising costs 
have had an effect on the 


ability of low and middle in­ 
come families to send their 
children to college. 
The study found families 
with incomes under $15,000 
accounted for 74 per cent of 
new university enrollees in 
1966-1967. but only 43 per cent 
of the total in 1974-1975. There 
was a time when higher 
education was an opportunity 
only the wealthy could enjoy. 
The trend of the last decade 
again points in that direction 


Self-Assessment 


A good man will be respected by 
everyone 
except 
himself. 
Self- 
assessment is a discount house. I have 
never met an intellectual who was not 
afraid of applause. No man is as great 
as his adherents think him to be, nor as 
inconsequential as his conscience tells 
him he is. 
This is the little crack in the 
sidewalk where our young disappear. 
In all the centuries I have been alive, I 
do not recall any generation which 
keeps asking, “ Who am I? ” The 
current one either doubts its identity, 
or is painfully aware of it. 
Either way, men and women — in 
spite of protestations — always knew 
who and what they were. A glance in 
the mirror, a casual adding of virtues 
and vices, and you have a human who 
is separate from all others. 
Al Capone never doubted who he 
was. He was a fat kid with enormous 
greed and a concrete conscience. He 
knew he was Al all the way. I cannot 
believe that E. Howard Hunt, the 
Watergate whiner, was not aware that 
he and his Cubans were engaged in a 
burglary. 
If Thomas Jefferson doubted his 
identity and his ability, would he have 
written the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence alone? He was, you recall, only 
33. His finest work, his best thinking, 
lay ahead of him. 
I tire of listening to men and women 
on television talk shows who are still 
trying “ to find themselves.” Freddie 
Prinze knew who he was. He didn’t like 
the image or the payoff. So he blew his 
head off. 
Confidence doesn’t kill people; doubt 
does. Some distrust themselves, even 
at the height of success. Eugene 
O’Neill, great American playwright, 
could never decipher who he was. He 
wrote: 
“ None of us can help the things life 
has done to us. They’re done before 
you realize it, and once they’re done 
they make you do other things until at 
last everything comes between you 
and what you’d like to be, and you have 
lost your true self forever.” 
Having read a lot of O’Neill, I feel 
that the true self he sought to be was a 
nut. Perhaps Napoleon captured a 
better thought when he wrote: “ Men 
take only their 
needs 
into 
con­ 
sideration — never their abilities.” 
Needs is a poor word. He probably 
meant aspirations, because there is a 
sea of problems between aspirations 
and abilities. Girls with buck teeth and 
acne want to be movie stars. Boys who 
cannot add mother’s grocery list 
aspire to be physicists. 
We should play the game within our 
competence. We spend at least 20 
years learning. In that span we should 
realize that, without strain or deceit, 
we will make successful plumbers or 
writers or physicians or perhaps drive 
the best sanitation truck in the world. 
My quarrel with the “ identity crisis” 
is that the young people of today are

postpones. They will attend college 
forever if only dad will excuse them 
from making a commitment. They 
will get credits for taking courses in 
Alaskan dog sledding, coeducational 
wrestling, and how to peel a banana 
with one hand behind the back.

The academic life is 
cloistered. There are few risks, and 
father will pay the bills.

If we wanted additional 
schooling, we followed dad’s example: 
go at night. 


Nor did we feel deprived. Each, in 
turn, had a sensation of being grown up 
when the head of the family said, 
“ How about looking for work?" There 
was only one requisite to all this: 
Throughout the family, we delivered 
the pay envelope to mother, intact and 
sealed. 
We not only knew who we were — 
which was not much — but we knew 
who owed us and how much. None of 
us were slow in asserting ourselves 
and grabbing what belonged to us. It 
was our jungle. 


It is possible that Eleanor Roosevelt, 
both a princess and a statesman, said 
it all: “ I think somehow, we learn who 
we really are and then live with that 
decision.” . ..

Legislation revising delinquent 
property tax payment requirements 
and legislation establishing a com­ 
mittee to inspect penal institutions 
were among the recent bills approved 
by the Ohio House and sent to the 
Senate. 
The delinquent tax bill, House Bill 
203, was passed Wednesday by a 90 to 0 
vote. 
Sponsored by Representative Harry 
I>ehman (Cleveland), House Bill 203 
would permit payment of delinquent, 
first-half real estate taxes without 
having to make payment of second- 
half taxes at the same time. 
Under current law, property taxes 
are collected for half-year periods, 
January through June (first-half 
collection) 
and 
Ju ly 
through 
December (second-half collection). If 
a taxpayer misses the deadline for the 
first-half collection, under current law 
he is subject to a ten per cent penalty 
and is required to pay the second-half 
taxes in full even though the deadline 
for second-half collections may not 
have passed. 
For example, in County X the first- 
half taxes are due February 20th. A 
homeowner owes $250 for the first-half 
collection and cannot pay until March, 
after the deadline. In this hypothetical 
case, if the homeowner tries to pay his 
taxes in March he must pay $250, plus 
$25 as a penalty, plus $250 for the 
second-half collection even though the 
taxes for the second-half collection are 
not due until August 20th. 
Under House Bill 203, a taxpayer 
who misses the first-half collection due 
date would be subject to the ten per 
cent penalty, but would not have to pay 
the second-half taxes until they are

CINCINNATI (AP) - There’s been 
some angry talk around local camp­ 
fires since the National Board of Girl 
Scouts of the USA endorsed the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 
Since that action in January, the 
Great Rivers Girl Scout Council board 
of directors— which supervises 21,000 
scouts in nine counties in Ohio and 
Indiana—has followed suit. 
Their actions have drawn angry 
reactions from some local girl scout 
leaders and sponsors. 
The Our Mother of Sorrows Parish 
Council in suburban Roselawn has 
approved a resolution denying use of 
parish facilities to scout troops “ until 
such time as the local units have 
assurance their name, funds and 
support will not be used to further the 
ends of those seeking the ERA .” 
One scout leader is threatening to 
pull her troop out of Girl Scouts and 
establish it as an independent girls 
group if the regional council does not 
cease its support of the ERA. 
Fifty Brown County, Ohio, volunteer 
workers are refusing 
to 
sign 
a 
volunteer agreement demanded by the 
Great Rivers board. The agreement 
says the volunteer will support policies 
of the council, and the vounteers think 
the agreement is connected with the 
ERA. 
Great 
Rivers executive director 
Barbara O’Byrne said only “ two or 
three” of the 92 neighborhoods under 
council control are real trouble spots. 
If the council critics are few, they 
are certainly vocal and either are 
opposed to the proposed constitutional 
amendment itself or opposed to the 
Girl Scouts getting involved in politics.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by letter I Colem an. M O 


Many people in my age group talk 
about the by-pass operation of the 
heart. My friends and I are all in the 60 
to 70 age group. I can’t seem to find 
any non-technical information about 
this operation. I am not sick, but would 
like to know about it. 
Mr. K. C. J., Pa. 
Dear Mr. J.: 
The “ by-pass" operation of the heart 
is one of the great contributions of 
modem science to patients suffering 
from anginal pains in the heart. 
The operation is carefully selected 
only after intensive studies. The risks 
are carefully balanced against its 
advantages. 
To understand the by-pass operation 
you should know something about the 
way the heart functions. 
Coronary arties normally bring 
blood and oxygen to the heart muscle. 
The heart muscle itself is only as good 
as its own blood supply. When the 
coronary arteries are narrowed by 
arteriosclerosis, the heart muscle 
cries out in pain for more blood and 
oxygen. This is known as “ angina 
pectoris.” 
When one of these arteries closes off 
completely, a portion of the heart 
muscle, deprived of its blood and 
oxygen, becomes weakened, and the 
so-called “ heart attack" occurs. 
With all the great wisdom of our 
bodies, the heart muscle has not been 
as well provided as other organs when 


there is a need for additional support. 
It is for this reason that the by-pass 
operation was created. Its purpose is 
to bring additional blood and oxygen to 
the heart muscle when the coronary 
arteries are inadequate. 
The operation is performed by 
removing a large vein from the leg and 
inserting it into the heart muscle. In 
this way, blood is enrouted around the 
closed coronary artery, and thus “ by­ 
passes” that defective artery. 
Highly trained surgeons all over the 
country 
are 
performing 
this 
remarkable and delicate surgery and 
releasing people from the painful 
devastation of angina. 


All my friends seem to have their 
own favorite tranquilizers. Is there one 
that is any better than the next? 
Miss R. E., R.I. 
Dear Miss E.: 
The best way of becoming tranquil is 
to pinpoint the cause of one’s anxiety, 
and eliminate it. This requires 
discussion with your doctor, with a 
psychologist or psychiatrist. The 
crutch offered by a tranquilizing drug 
often avoids this important con­ 
frontation. 
Tranquilzers and mood elevators are 
excellent drugs 
when individually 
prescribed and used for short periods 
of time. 
The practice of buying 
tranquilizers and trading them with 
friends is a dangerous game.

NEW YORK (AP) - The makers of 
“ Bubble Yum” are hoping that a 
media blitz and a private detective can 
scotch a schoolyard rumor that their 
gum contains spider eggs. 
“ It’s really a little early to know 
whether we’ve put the rumor to bed or 
not,” William Morris, president of Life 
Savers, which makes the gum, said 
Friday. “ We’ve already had a couple 
of favorable letters from mothers 
thanking us.” 
The company took out full page ads 
Wednesday in 30 newspapers in the 
metropolitan New York area, where 
the rumor has been nurtured for a 
month or so. “ Someone is telling your 
kids very bad lies about a very good 
gum,” the ad in The New York Times 
told parents. 


Life Savers also sent letters to 
Parent Teacher Associations and 
school principals. It even hired a 
detective to find the source — but he 
hasn’t. 
“ We’re trying to treat it as a calm 
business experience,” Morris said. 
“ We would like to track this down. And 
if we could stop the rumor at its 
source, 
no 
children 
would 
be 
frightened and we could get back to 
business as normal.” 
An apparently typical schoolyard 
sentiment was voiced by Lynn Lehew, 
a sixth grader at Central Elementary 
School in East Brunswick, N.J. 
“ My friend said it had spider eggs in 
it,” said Lynn, who first heard the 
rumor in midFebruary. Lynn isn’t so 
sure, and her father told her it wasn’t 
true. But about 30 of the 90 kids in her 
class believe it, she said. 
“ I don’t even know what spider eggs 
look like,” confessed a spokesman for 
the Food and Drug Administration in 
Washington, D.C., which investigates 
such things. 


At the American Museum of Natural 
History in New York, an entomologist 
said spiders lay 200 to a thousand eggs 
in a silk bag that is intricately con­ 
structed. 
‘They stand guard over them very 
jealously,” she said, adding that it was 
highly unlikely that spider eggs would 
get into bubble gum — or into anything 
else unless they were put there on 
purpose. 
“ Even if they were I can’t believe 
they’d do any harm to anybody,” she 
said. “ After all the spiders are edible, 
so why not their eggs? I ’d certainly, 
probably, rather eat spider eggs than 


bubble gum.” 
The company says each batch of 
“ Bubble Yum" is inspected 89 times to

relying on varying levels of in­ 
terpersonal communication as ex­ 
pounded by the late Swiss psychologist 
Carl Jung.

much,” Franklin says, “except that 
I’ll spend more time working. We 
enjoy our home, our church, swim­ 
ming and boating when we have time.”

University in 1982, stresses basics in 
education and parent involvement. 
National figures, he says, show 
reading skills improving. That fact 
added to the Ohio strategy of “Moving 
back, as we should be in my opinion, 
toward urging parents to become 
vitally concerned with and involved in 
the learning of their youngsters” make 
him optimistic and public education in 
the state. 
"The home setting, expectations and 
assistance, is important and can 
change a youngster’s success in 
school.” 


Integration rulings will not affect 
education quality adversely, he con­ 
tends, because the Ohio public school 
curriculum has been broadened suf­ 


ficiently “...to give each youngster a 
chance to meet his potential.”

CINCINNATI (AP) — About 5,000 
science teachers are gathered here to 
gain some insights about their 
profession from noted experts such as 
anthropologist Margaret Mead, Dr. 
Jonas Salk, developer of the polio 
vaccine, and psychologist B F. 
Skinner.

Teachers Association convention, 
which meets here through Tuesday!

State Prisons 
Become 
Classrooms 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s state 
prisons have have become classrooms 
for University of Akron law students, 
and inmates are benefitting as well. 


The students are participating in an 
inmate assistance program, helping 
prisoners at six state reformatories 
with legal problems, white gaining 
practical experience in interviewing 
and use of the law themselves. 
The program, operating on a small 
grant from the National Student Bar 
Association, which last year named it 
the best of its kind in the country 
provides inmates unable to afford 
lawyers a much-appreciated service. 
Jody R., is one of those at Ohio 
Women’s Reformatory in Marysville, 
who is using the program. 
“The main thing I want to talk to you 
about is whether I can get my two-year 
sentence modified," she told law 
student Ron Smith. “I’m here on a 
drug charge. I know the law has been 
changed but nobody ever pulled my 
prison record to revise it.” 
Smith assured her he’d check on her 
case and send her a letter of his find­ 
ings. 
“There is no resident attorney at 
M aryville,” said Shirley Cool, a 
second year night law student and 
student director of the inmate 
assistance program. “They have a fair 
library, but because of security can 
rarely use it.” 
The students visit Marysville the 
only prison for female felons in Ohio, 
once a month. They go to the refor­ 
matory at Mansfield twice a month 
and 
the 
other 
state 
prisons 
at 
Lucasville, Chillicothe, Marion and 
london at least once a year.

GRO VE CITY — The “ dog-eared 
deuce” still is the most popular bet 
around the race track, says Mathew 
Koldys, who is up to his ears each day 
counting the dough in the money room 
a s director of the mutuels departm ent 
at Beulah Park. 
While the $2 bet is the fancy of the 
racing buff, the $10 wager is the 
“backbone of the business” of the race 
track sa y s Koldys. 
“ Approxim ately 20 per cent of the 
tickets sold are $2 denomination,” says 
Mat who h as been at Beulah Park for 
16 years a s head of the mutuels 
departm ent. 
“ But, the biggest percentage of the 
handle com es from the $10 bettor. He’s 
the one who is supporting the gam e.” 
Koldys also says the m ajority of fans 
want their money on the nose; they 
want all or nothing at all. 
“ The win end of the betting pool 
receives the biggest play of all the 
m utuels pools,” he said. 
The Beulah Park mutuels director 
also finds that during his 30 som e years 
of working around race tracks in the 
M idas mine that racing fans are like 
last minute Christm as shoppers. 
“ I gu ess som e fans are like holiday 
bargain hunters, “ says Mat. “ They 
are looking around at the last minute 
for a horse with better odds. 
“ The average $2 bettor m akes his 
w ager early and then sits back and 
w aits. The real horse gam bler who 
studies the gam e waits until the last 
four to five minutes to go to the win­ 
dow s.” 
Beulah Park last year instituted one 
of the m ost exotic forms of betting, the 
trifecta. 
“ It w as slow at first in catching on,” 
say s Koldys who also is head of the 
m utuels department at Scioto Downs 
and at the little Brown Ju g at the 
D elaw are F air Grounds. 
“ Now, though if s become very 
popular with the bettors. It’s a chance 
to get rich quick and pay off the 
m o rtgage.” 
The trifecta has created new bettors. 
It’s a chance to win a big pot. There is 
only one drawback, maybe. If a person 
strikes a big hit he m ay just grab his 
dough and never come back,” say s 
Koldys. 
“ Right now, though, the trifecta pool 
is getting more play than either the 
daily double or quinellas.” 
If any one is still walking around 
with a year old uncashed ticket in his 
pocket, i f s still good, under Ohio law. 
Talking further about the trifecta 
Koldys say s these bettors use all kinds 
of w ays to figure out wagering com ­ 
binations. 
“ In the trifecta a better must pick 
the first three horses in order of 
finish,” he explains.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - In 
a 
one-hour 
display 
of 
kamikaze programming, CBS 
tonight airs a news special on 
Rhodesia and the guerrilla 
war there. ABC, in the same 
hour, displays the big Oscar 
awards show of Hollywood. 
Millions will see the Oscar 
caper. But I suspect the 
number of viewers who’ll see 
CBS’ “Who’s Got a Right to 
Rhodesia” could hold a mass 
rally on the tip of a ratings 
point. Which is a pity. 
The show, written and 
reported by Irv Drasnin, isn’t 
all that good. It leaves a lot to 
be desired. But it should be 
seen. 
It’s valuable in that it 
recaps at length a major 
story that too often zips on 
and 
off 
newscasts 
and 
newspapers like a pesky 
mosquito on a summer night. 
As reporter Drasnin says at 
show’s start, the report “is 
about a new Africa — and an 
old struggle,” the fight by 
Rhodesian black nationalists 
to free the nation from its rule 
by the while minority. 
If you see the show’s early 
scenes of troops, military 
helicopters, door gunners, all 
ready for a firefight, you may 
do a Vietnam flash, wonder if 
and how soon we’ll be in 
another war tHat started 
small. 
Drasnin notes of Rhodesia’s 
tro u b les: 
“ In ev itab ly , 
Americans must face the 
hard decisions that no longer 
can be ignored — decisions, 
both political and moral, 
about war and racial in­ 
justice.” 
But having said that, he 
doesn’t get down to the nit- 
tygritty, namely under what 
circum stances might the 
United States get involved in 
Rhodesia's war, directly or 
indirectly. 
Instead, he 
retells 
in 
narrative and interviews the 
tale of modem Rhodesia, a 
nation of six million blacks 
and 275,000 whites, a nation of 
long and enduring racial 
discrimination by whites in 
power. 
We see familiar sights of 
determ ined whites grimly 
vowing to stay, to fight when 
necessary, to maintain the 
paternalistic status quo, the 
only white voices of con­ 
science being a lawyer who is 
leaving Rhodesia and a 
Catholic bishop later accused 
of aiding terrorists. 
On the black side, we see 
the poor housing, hear from 
the victims of discrimination, 
see the “Europeans only” 
signs and are constantly 
reminded of what Drasnin 
calls 
“ The 
bewildering 
network of laws that control 
his (the African’s) life and his 
livelihood...” 
Black nationalist leaders 
declare their goal is to free 
their people from white rule. 
Prime Minister Ian Smith 
insists the issue in Rhodesia 
is communism. 
Scant attention is given 
military logistics, such as 
whether Russia supplies the 
guerrillas with weapons. Or 
where Rhodesian troops got 
their combat wares, even 
though Drasnin points out; 
Tonight’s program is too 
simplistic, doesn’t show how 
Rhodesia’s troubles could 
affect America’s interests. 
But ifs a fair primer that’ll 
start many thinking and 
reading more seriously about 
the whys of that back-page 
war in a front-page country.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The grain- 
reserve 
program 
Agriculture 
Secretary Bob S. Bergland is to an­ 
nounce this week would cover only 
slightly more wheat than is already off 
the market under the present price- 
support loan program, aides estimate.

As of a month ago, with a surplus of 
about 1.1 billion bushels throughout the 
country and weak demand, about 285 
million bushels of wheat were under 
loan — nine times the Feb. 29, 1976, 
amount. 
About 11.77 hundredweight of rice 
was under loan. 
The present program, with the same 
loan rate, provides for 11-month loans. 
If the loan isn’t repaid by then, the 
government ends up owning the grain 
— which Bergland wants to avoid. 
Because of that, he also said he does 
not intend to increase the wheat and 
rice loan rates for the 1977 crops this 
week when he boosts soybean and com 
rates. The market price is too close to 
the loan level already, he said.
